Assembly Bill (AB) 1265, which 
will increase the existing penalties for 
dangerous college hazing, 1s receiv 
ing support from college students 
and organizations at CSUS and 
throughout California. 


The bill, sponsored by the Cali. 
fornia State Students Association 
passed the California State Senate 
on Sept. 14 and is currently awaiting 
Governor Brown's signature. 


According to Nancy E. McFad- 
den, CSSA Legislative Director, the 
bill will expand the definition of 
hazing to include “pre-initiation and 
initiation rites which are likely to 
cause bodily danger, physical harm, 
or personal degradation ur disgrace 
resulting in mental or physical harm.” 
The maximum penalty will increase 
from $500 to $5000 and the maxi 
mum sentence from six months to 
one year in county jail. Publication of 
regulations against hazing will also 
be required, McFadden said. 


Legislators in California and 
other states are responding to the 
growing number of injuries and 
deaths occurring from initiation 
activities. According to ABC-TV’s 
“20/20”, there have been at least 
30 deaths in the nation in the last 
decade — 15 within the last two 
years — because of dangerous 
college fraternity hazing. Eight 
states now have laws prohibiting 
such activities. 

Noting that there have been no 
injuries resulting from hazing on 
California State University campus 
es, McFadden said the bill is “not 
resulting from any particular inci 
dents, but to prevent any problems 
from occurring “

Each locker cost $333, and can 
accommodate two bicycles. The 
Associated Students, Inc. adminis- 
ters the lockers with a $10 rental fee 
per semester, and a $10 key deposit 


CSUS fines and forfeitures fund 
provides for rack and locker pur 
chases, and other campus improve- 
ments.

Twenty-five U-Lok Il racks that 
cost $47.70 each will also be in- 
stalled.

CSUC Senate Considers Tuition

Faced with the possibility of a 
$50 million budget cut, the Califor- 
nia State University and Colleges 
Academic Senate will consider a 
proposal to endorse tuitionin the 
CSUC system 

According to civil engineering 
professor Bill Neuman, a member of 
the CSUC Academic Senate, the 
CSUC system may be required by 


Gov. Brown to reduce its $1 bilhon 
annual budget for 1982-83 by 5 
percent, which is approximately $50 

This reduction would cut enroll- 
ment by 25,000, which would result 
in the loss of 1,900 faculty and 540 
staff positions. 

The proposal, which wiil be 
debated by the CSUC Academic 
Senate in November, would endorse 
a tuition policy to prevent the further 
erosion of educational quality

According to Neuman, a tuition 
of $170 to $200 a year would 
replace the $50 million that would be 
lost. The proposal also includes 
provisions for deferred or subsidized 
payments for those qualitied stu- 
dents who are unable to pay 

Compared to other state univer 
sity systems, Neuman said that the 
CSUC system is the least expensive 
in the country for the resident stu 
dents 


‘Calforma is last in the country 
in terms of the nurmmber of dollars 
spent of disposable income per 
capita on higher education,” said 
Neuman. “Many people believe 
California should come in line with 
other states where fees are $1,000 a 
year 


Neuman said that he will not vote 
for the proposal in its present form 
because he disagrees with the prop- 
osal’s implication that a tuition will 
adequately fund the present system 


“The proposa! lacks the compo 
nent that says ‘if you are going to 
have tuition, use the money 80 that 
the funding is at an adequate level as 
opposed to an inadequate level,’ ” 
said Neuman. “There are many 
people who would support tuition if 
they felt it provided that.” 

According to Neuman, any ac 
tion taken on the proposal un Nov 
ember by the CSUC Academic 
Senate may depend upon what 
officials of the Department of Fi 
nance have decided by that time 

“Hf this is just a budget exercise, 
the proposal will be tabled or sent 
back to committee with no action 
taken on it,” said Neuman. 

If the proposal is endorsed, it will 
be sent to the CSUC Board of 
Trustees, Neurrian added. The trus- 
tees, who have previously stated 
their Opposition to tuition, may 
ignore the proposal or make a 
recommendation to the California 
Legislature. Only the legislature

A Sunday rally at Avila 
Beach supporting the blockade 
attracted nearly 6,000 residents, 
activists and on-lookers, according 
to Cathrine Smith of the Diablo 
Project Office. The rally was not 
sponsored by Abalone Alliance.

CSUS Senior Cheryl Merrill was 
confirmed last week by the Asso- 
ciated Students, Inc. as the Director 
of the Women’s Resource Center, a 
service agency for CSUS students. 

Merrill's appointment came after 
the resignation of Sue Ollar. Ollar 
moved to Florida recently for per- 
sonal reasons but is a contributing 
writer forthe CSUS center's newslet. 
ter. Merrill was suggested to the ASI 
by the Women's Resource Collective 
and Helene Burgess, Faculty Advi- 
sor for the women’s studies and 
psychology departments. 

“| was an administration assist. 
ant-intern under Sue Ollar,” said 
Merrill. When Ollar resigned, she 
suggested Merrill take her place. 

Funded in 1976, the Women's 
Caucus eventually became the Wo- 
men's Resource Center, a place 
where women could come for var- 
ious information and help. ‘The 
Center is a service agency funded by 
the ASI at $4,600 per year.” She 
explained that there are two paid 
positions and other people are volun- 
teering for academic credit 

“The Women’s Resource Center 
is an advocacy service,’ Merrill 
explained. ‘‘We help women with 
academic bureaucracy.” The center 
also has a referral file for community 
services, a feminist literature lending 
library and job and activity listings 

Merrill hopes to establish more

has the authority to impose tuition. 

According to Neuman, the legis- 
lature could institute tuition in both 
the CSUC and the community col- 
lege systems, and make a recom- 
mendation to the Regents of the 
University of California to raise their 
fees. This statewide tuition would 
prevent either system from being 
overburdened by former CSUC 
students. 

This tuition proposal has been 
sent to the Academic Senates on all 
the CSUC campuses for their re- 
action. 

Social work professor Alan Wade, 
the CSUS Academic Senate chair, 
said that tuition would signify a 
drastic change in the philosophy of 
higher education in California by 
ending the idea of unlimited access. 
Wade said that a tuition would deny 
the poor and the minorities access to 
higher education and increase the 
economic burden to the middle-class. 

According to Wade, the CSUS 
Academic Senate will consider the 
proposal and make its recommenda- 
tion to the statewide Academic 


are trying to get away from hazing 
and are even calling incoming stu- 
dents ‘associate members’ instead of 
‘pledges’ and don't haze,” said Jim 
Holden, advisor to fraternities and 
sororities at CSUS.

Its recommendations, how- 
ever, are not binding. 

Wade said that several plans are 
being considered in the event of the 
$50 million cutback. One plan 
would reduce enrollment by 10 
percent on all campuses. Another 
would reduce or eliminate those 
A third plan would eliminate or 
reduce the more expensive programs, 
such as engineering or nursing. 

The closing of small institutions 
may also be considered, Wade said. 
A fifth proposal would increase the 
student-teacher ratio by having the 
instructors offer more classes and 
accept more students in each class. 
The current student-teacher ratio, 
approximately 19-1, would increase 
to 24-1. Graduate fees and non- 
resident fees may also increase. 

Several options are being dis- 
cussed if tuition is imposed, Wade 
explained. Instead of a flat tuition 
rate, one plan would have those 
students majoring in high-demand 
departments, with the possibility of 
lucrative careers, such as engineer

Hodgins said, “Look at the Davis campus, that's a 
bicycle town and bikes are parked everywhere.” 

Margee Carlton, a bicycle/safety officer at the 
university in Davis said bicycles are parked everywhere, 
creating a problem. 

Carlton said the Davis regulations are similar to the 
CSUS bicycle codes, and more than 16,000 bicycles must 
be parked in designated lots. Davis police load 30 
impounded bikes in a van at one tim . Carlton said owners 
must pay @ $4 fine, with an added $6 to register any 
unlicensed bikes. 

in comparison, CSUS students may register their 
‘bicycles without charge at the bicycle compound near Guy 
West Bridge. CSUS Parking Administrator James Leese 
said students must present their student or faculty 
identification cards and driver's licenses to register their 
bikes. Leese also said students are not required to show 
proof of ownership 

“We do not want to discourage bicycle riding,” Leese 
said, “or issue citations, or impound bicycles.” 

Leese explained the regulations will be enforced 
because the handicapped and blind have serious problems 
with bikes parked in walkways. 

“The maintenance men cannot do their work and 
bicycles block vehicle access and routes for emergency 
and fire evacuations,” Leese added. 

“Te discourage bicycle riding on walkways, we've tried

Gene Lozano, project counselor for the Disabled 
have problems with illegally -parked bicycles. 

“For students who walk with cares,” Lozano said, 
“bicycles chained to poles and posts are obstacles.” 

Lozano said approximately 20 sight-impaired students 
use a guiding technique of tapping the edge of the 
walkways and grass to stay on the path, but out of the main 
flow of traffic. The blind must veer around bicycles 
chained to poles, their canes often cannot detect 
protruding handlebars or wheels, Lozano said. 

“The light posts also serve as landmarks or cues to turn 
and go « different direction. Many students get off course 
when thee landmarks are blocked by bicycles,” Lozano 
added. 

Deaf Specialist Jackie Mann said deaf students are 
hesitant to «ross campus. She said many complain of 
“close-calls” with speeding bicycles nearly running them 
over. Mann said the deaf must constantly look for the 
unexpected and dodging bicycles makes it more difficult. 

The Department of Public Safety issues more than 100 
warnings a day. Officers reported on Sept. 18, that 
students were beg aning to comply with the regulations 
and the designted parking areas were filling to capacity 
from 11 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Public Safety officials said they are discussing plans to 
build a second bicycle compound near the Student Service 
Center, and to add additional parking areas near the 
Speech and Drama Building.

CSUS Crime Prevention Officer 
Carl Perry contacted Caltrans offi. 
cials earlier this month and was 
informed the grant program funding 
had been cut. 

Perry said he is anxious to ac- 
quire more secure bicycle parking 
spaces and would contact Caltrans 
officials again. Perry said the metal 
racks are inferior, bicycles wheels 
are easily bent, and crowding makes 


access difficult. 

Each U-Lok Il holds two bikes 
facing in opposite directions, The 
bicycle frame is rolled into the U-slot 
with a case-hardened steel bar 
sealing the opening. Both wheels are 
secured by vinyi-coated steel cables. 
The bicyclist must furnish a padlock 
or U-Lok plug to secure his bike, and 
to prevent the sliding bar from being 
opened. 


that no dangerous stuff is going on.” 

Horanjic, an SAE little sister, 
said there will probably be no changes 
in initiation activities at CSUS, but 
noted that schools like UC Davis and 
UC Berkeley had more hazing prob- 
lems.

“I think the keg rule in particular has helped change 
things,” said Heath. “When kegs were allowed, peopie 
who didn't live in the dorms were attracted there.” Kegs 
were banned from the dormitory two years ago 
Heath also pointed out that the cost of vandalism to 
dorms has dropped from between $5-7,000 to around 
$1,500 annually, again crediting the new drinking policy. 
Heath outhned other changes from last year which 
included a requirement that applications be filed when a 
party io to take place. The application requires an R.A. be 


present at all times and that non-alcohobc beverages be 
available. Common areas such as hallways and lounge 
areas are off limits to drinking. Also prohibited is the 
advertising of a party where alcohol will be served. 

Heath, who is involved with a national task force to 
study alcohol abuse on campuses said, “We don't tell 
peopie not to drink, but before we almost encouraged it.” 

While staff personnel at all levels disagreed as to what 
the primary reason for the turn to the political and social 
right was, they did agree that the new dninking policy was a 
maior factor.

The CSUS football team, sparked by a tenacious defense that chased, 
harassed and generally made life miserable for St. Mary's highly touted 
quarterback Scott Ruiz, rallied in the closing minutes to edge the Gaels 14-9 
Saturday afternoon in Moraga 

Playing before a sell-out homecoming crowd of over 3,500, Hornet 
defensive linemen Tony Miller, Kelly Osborne, Dave Green and Frank 
Parish pressured Ruiz, a division | passer at San Jose State last year, into a 
lackluster 7 for 31 performance. Ruiz, coming off 364 yards passing in his 
first two games and considered by head coach Bob Mattos to be possibly the 
toughest quarterback his team would face this year, managed only 111 yards 
through the air. 

Mattos credited his defense for raising the Hornets record to 2-1, citing 
All-Far Western Conference pick Tony Miller's performance as particularly 
outstanding. “Tony was absolutely devastating. He played an unbelievable 
football game. it was a defensive game both ways, but overall it was an 
uncompromising victory by our defense.” 

St. Mary's, averaging 350 yards total offense in victones over CSU Chico 
and Whittier College, totalled only 181 yards against the Hornets. The 
Hornets stymied the Gaels’ running game, allowing only 35 yards each hall 
The Gaels’ top rusher Bryan White was limited to 17 yards on 11 carnes 

The Hornets, playing without injured John Farley and wide receiver 
Kevin Fontes, sputtered offensively for the second week in a row. They 
gained 209 yards on 69 plays, roughly a 3-yard average 

But the Hornet offense made the big play when it counted 

After St. Mary's grabbed the lead, 9-7, on Miguel Escobar’s 25-yard hield 


goal (his third of the game), the Hornets took over on thei own 20-yard line 
with four minutes lefi in the garne. Quarterback Mike Sulhvan, in rebet of 
starter Steve Armstrong, then hut three straight passes, and with the help of a 
roughing penalty, moved the ball to the Gaels 40-yard line. He then hooked 
up with Marvin Shelly for the game's defensive play 

Running a deep pattern down the sideline, Shelly was the target for an 
underthrown Sullivan pass that St. Mary's All-American cornerback Fran 
McDermott appeared to intercept at the 10-yardline. Instead. Shelly 
leaped, twisted and stole the ball from McDermott, stumbled to the 4 -yard 
line and delighted an estimated 750 Hornet fans who made the trip to 
Moraga 

Following a St. Mary's holding penalty that wiped out an | I-yard loss 
Hornet fullback Dennis Taylor bulled over from the 1-yard line with 2:44 
remaining to provide the final margin 

Shelly, who grabbed a 45-yard touchdown bomb in last week's loss to Cal 
Poly Pomona, caught his only two passes during the winning drive, totalling 
53 yards 

Mattos, who was unable to call the plays during the final touchdow: 
drive because the phone lines to his press box perch went out, saw Shelly's 
This could be a 
good omen for us. In the past, we've been a team without much luck and one 


catch as a possible turning point in the Hornet's season 


with a history of not winning the close ones. (Three games were lost last 
season by two points or less in the tinal seconds.) We finally received some

According to Mattos, Sullivan may have won the starting quarterback 
slot with his leadership on both touchdown drives. Besides guiding the 
winning 80-yard march, Sullivan spelled the ineffectual Armstrong in the 
second quarter and promptly led the Hornets on an 11 play, 72-yard 
touchdown drive. Sullivan finished the afternoon 8 of 14 (107 yards.)

Cal Poly Pomona, who tied Biola for second place in 
the Hornets’ pool at 5-3, fell to CSUS without a struggle 
15-5 and 15-8. The Hornets bombed CSU Los Angeles 
15-0 and 15-3 to wrap up thew pool schedule. CSUS 
ended up winning six of its exght games to automatically 
quality tor a berth in the double elimination round. The 
Hornets’ 6-2 pool record was good enough to be seeded 
fourth in the playolts 

The Hornets made it two in a row over the host school 
routing LaVerne 15-9 and 15-1 in their first playoff match 
Colberg noted that LaVerne played inconsistently 
throughout the tournament, and during the playolts they 
were missing one of thew better tall haters who went down 
with a sprained ankle. CSUS powered its way into the 
semitinals by drubbing a surprisingly ineffective UC 
Riverside team 15-9 and 15-8. Both teams were unbeaten 
entering the semifinal round, but it was the Hornets who 
took the unblermshed record into the finals against Loyola 

Colberg is happy to be returning home after a tough 
road schedule in the early stages of the 1981 campaign 
The Hornets open a five -match homestand tonight against 
Sonoma State University in the North Gym. The match 
begins at 7 p.m. Colberg said the Sonoma State Cossacks 
may be the third best team in the Golden State Conlerence,

Armstrong, bothered by an intense rush for the second straight week, hit 2

Aside from Snelly, the man of the hour for the Hornets was the

The Hornet defense connot be faulted for St. Mary's nine points. Along 
with Armstrong's tumble setting up the third fieid goal, mistakes by the 
Hornet special teams set up the first two Gaels’ scores. In both cases, one 
involving a blocked kick and the other a 52-yard kickoff return by St 
Mary's White, the Hornet defense stiffened and forced the Gaels to settle for 

-pointers 

St. Mary’s, 2-1, and losers of four straight to CSUS, hurt themselves with 
mental mistakes, committing penalties 1. key situations. The Gaels, who 
were lagged 13 times for 113 yards, kept alive both CSUS touchdown drives 
with untimely violations 

Looking ahead, Fontes will be lost for at least five weeks with a broken 
hand, but Mattos expects to have Farley back in the hneup next week when 
the Hornets host NAIA champions University of Redlands, Saturday at

Abortion Advocate Baird Stirs Reactions

“My message is not pro-abortion but your freedom, 
stressed Bill Baird when addressing CSUS students last 
Wednesday, at the Union 

Ordained “The Father of the Abortion Movement,’ 
Baird Kas been leading a two decade crusade for birth 
control and abortion rights in the United States. He 
appeared twice before the Supreme Court in a 1972 case 
that legalized birth control nationally for women and in 
1979 to reverse a Massachusetts law restricting minors 
from having abortions without parental consent 

Baird encouraged students to become aware and 
involved, warning that they are “witnessing the death of 
their own freedom by their wcredible apathy. Ant 
abortion supports is gathering strength and momentum 
and 21 states have approved the Right to Lite Amendment 
legalizing the concept of human nghts at fertilization. In 
the name of God and Christianity, “Right to Life thugs 
have harrassed patients and firebombed abortion clinics 

The Women’s Movement has modified its policies 
towards anti-abortion support. Concernmmng Baird's work 
feminists are uncomlortable with a male spokesperson 
Baird defended his position, “You don't have to be a 
woman to support women, and there is no way a 
movement can succeed without men and women working 
together.” 

If women have rights, what are the men s rights 
concerning the abortion of thew child? “There is not death 
in the waiting room 
decisions affecting thew bodies, affirmed Baird 

There are groups who would claim that women have too 
much freedom at present. According to Rev. Billy Drano 
a prominent procreationist, the root of the problem is sex 
education which teaches a 
and thus promotes moral laxity 

Procreationists will file suit in several states demanding

lt is this “ignorance is bhss’ attitude that has most 
infuriated Baird. A $6.6 million “Chastity Bill 
presented to Congress to promote punty among teenagers 
Why not spend that money on researching more effective 
birth control methods or on edu abng the poor about 
sexual contracephon, suggests Baird 

Birth control methods are only as effective as the 
technical knowledge of the user. During his speech at 
CSUS, Baird raised a display board contaimmng various 
birth contro! methods and asked the audience to identily 
the items. Response was minimal. “If you students, as 
smart as you are, don't know these articles, can you not 
see what ignorance can do among the poor and 
uneducated?” pleaded Bawd with a look of weanness

Since adoption is selective and prevention unrehable 
short of abstinence, the alternative is abortion. “Abortion 
is nine times sater than childbirth,” said Baird quoting an 
American Medical Association study. “If abortion is 
illegal, women will die, and we will return to the days of 
Coke bottle and coat hanger abortions 

Abortions, at least for the present, are available in the 
Sacramento Area. The CSUS Health Center will provide 
female students with a pregnancy test, counseling and

The Rolling Stones Flash Again With ‘Tattoo You’

You just can't write off a band hike the Rolling Stones. 
Every time the critics start whispering that they've lost their 
flash, and are about to give them the big flush, along come 
Mick and the boys with a collection that sets a trend or two. 
and knocks the music business on its collective ass into the 
bargain 

Such was the case in 1978. The Stones’ previous 
release was ‘75's Black and Blue; at best an inconsistent 
effort. The consensus was that their next release would be 
more of the same. Instead, they released Some Girls 
which alier everyone got over the shock of hearing the 
Stones playing disco (shudder! ), was proclaimed to be one 
ol the year's best albums 


Similar negative rumblings were heard wm ‘72. The 
Stones hadn't toured in this country since Altamont in late 
‘A9, and word was out that they'd lost their spark, Enter 
Exile On Main Street, a double album which, in addition to 
three sides of some of the best rock heard from the Stones 
(hefore or since), included a side made up totally of 
acoustic material, thus introducing a previously unheard 
from facet of the band. Like Some Girls, Exile was hailed 
as one af the best albums of the year, and ultimately, of the 
decade 

Which brings us (in a roundabout sort of fashion) to 
1981. Last year the Stones issued their first set of the new 
decade, the marginal Emotional Rescue. This album did 
have a lew bright spots (witness “She's So Cold 

Where The Boys Go’ ;, but on the whole was nothing 
speaker shattering. Again, the rumor mill started spewing 


and 


forth predictions of the band’s fall from grace. And, as you 
may have guessed, Mick, Keith, and the rest have reached 
down and come up with an album that puts the rumor 
mongers in their place. The album in question is Tattoo 
You, easily the band’s most devastating piece of work 


since bxile On Main Street 


Stylistically, the two sides of Tattoo You are almost 
chametrcally opposed.

Although “Body Heat” disap 
points in the area where it should be 
the strongest, in the study of the 
characters of Ned and Matty, it does 
remain entertaining as a suspense 
film. The cinematography by Richard 
H. Kline, with the use of smoke, 
shadows and fog helps to create a 
corrupt and sumster ambiance which 
the characters never quite live up to 

Richard Crenna who usually 
plays nice guys is appropriately 
unappealing as Matty's husband 
Ted Danson as Ned's friend, the 
assistant county prosecutor who 
practices Fred Astaire dance steps 
on the side, gives a wonderfully 
textured performance.

‘Code Red’ is a Real Disaster 


The building is drowning in flames. The camera pans over the stricken, 
sooty face of a young boy who is trapped inside. He cries, choking on the 
thick, ugly smoke, for his kitten. A man bolts from the center of the blaze he 
has just ignited. His legs are afire and he screams futily for help. The screen 
grows dark momentarily, then booming lights flash on, accompanied by the 
sight of... 

Men,Men,Men, Men, Men,Men,Men,Men,...manly men, robust men, 
virile men, jumping out of rows of beds. They are wearing only underwear, 
rushing off in trucks to save children and kittens and arsonists with burnt legs. 
Some of them even stop to put on their firefighter suits first. This is Real 
Drama. This is Lorne Greene's new show, “Code Red.” This is Bad Video. 

Bad Video is like eating stale pretzels. You know they don’t taste too 
great, /ou know you're going to feel bloated and starchy, but you know that 
in an hour the bow! wiil be empty. So it is with television. As a medium, there 
are highlights. There are at least a dozen people | know who will haughtily 
cloam, “I just love PBS. It's all | ever watch.” However, these are the same 
people you will find on a typical Friday knee-deep in a bag of Cheetos. 
watching “Dukes of Hazzard,” with a fond, glazed expression. Show me a, 
person who insists s/he has NEVER watched “The Brady Bunch” or 
“Hogan's Heros.” I'l] show you a liar 

Produced by Irwin “Towering Inferno” Allen, “Code Red” is a 
disasterously bad disaster show, starring a myriad of bush league actors 
playing bad sterectypes. Lorne Greene is the strong, courageous 
arson-inspector father, who doesn’t understand his firemen sons or his 
“geli-actualizing” wile. Somehow I'm more comfortable seeing Lorne holding 
either a branding iron or a can of dog food, instead of an axe or a bullhorn. 
Andrew Stevens is his playboy/fireman son, who is brave and strong, and 
plays his guitar for pretty women on the beach, but refuses to spend extra 
time’stadying to be an arson inspector. Other stock characters include: 

@ Jule Andrews, playing The Woman Firefighter, who has to prove she 
is able to wear fireman's boots. A rather hopeless role, she is of course young, 
beautiful and doggedly fierce in her determination to win the respect of the 
“other guys.” She is constatnly at odds with: 

@ Meatball Martell, the stubborn sexist, who doesn’t think women 
should be allowed to fight fires because they should be at home having 
babies. He, of course, changes his mind by the end of the show when wimpy 
Julie saves his life. He makes pasta for everyone at the celebration/con- 
clusion, with an apologetic grin. 

@ Ann Rorchek, The Wife, is trying to “find herself” while wandering the 
halls as a re-entry college student. She receives no sympathy from her 
husband Lorne, only a kind of wooden petulance. Thew reconciliation scene 
is stolen from the files of the Hallmark Card Company. 

@ Johnny Raincloud, Lorne’s Indian partner, an ex-lorest ranger, 
studied to be an arson inspector, “So | could save people instead of only 
trees.” No comment necessary 

@ Rico, the Hispanic fire victim, who at age 10 is just old enough and 
cute enough to train Sophie, the firehouse dalmatian. 

The dialogue is wooden, the acting is similar to a demonstration of 
somnabulism, and the writing 1s muddy and thoughtless. Playing to packed 
houses across America on Sunday mghts, the show may be a resounding hit. 
It is “Emergency!” with red trucks. The show does highlight the fact that 
firefighting 1s a dangerous and necessary profession, but intent is not always 
enough. The fires are photographed well, and the disaster scenes are 
choreographed without error. It's only when the characters begin to speak 
that the show's flaws begin to surface.
